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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Allcnstown: 

Since  my  official  connection  with  your  school  system 
covers  only  six  months,  my  report  will  of  necessity  be 
brief  and  will  deal  chiefly  with  instruction,  added  facilities, 
special  activities,  and  relative  costs  of  school  maintenance. 

The  standards  of  instruction  that  I  have  found  in  your 
schools  are  characteristic  of  efficient  and  progressive  teach- 
ers. Their  objectives  include  not  only  scholastic  achieve- 
ment, but  also  habits  of  health  and  character  building. 

One  change  has  occurred  in  the  teaching  staff.  Mr. 
Maurice  B.  Kallock  of  Concord,  3  1934  graduate  of  the 
mechanic  arts  course  at  Keene  Normal  School,  was  elect- 
ed to  succeed  Mr.  Lovejoy  as  teacher  of  classes  in  manual 
training.  Mr.  Kalloch  is  employed  three  forenoons  a  week. 
In  addition  to  instruction  in  woodworking,  he  has  assisted 
as  leader  of  playground  activities  for  the  older  boys. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  features  is  your  instruction 
in  music.  This  is  not  only  a  source  of  immediate  enjoy- 
ment through  self-expression  by  the  children,  but  also  a 
later  investment  in  cooperative  activity  and  worthwhile  use 
of  leisure. 

The  facilities  for  instruction  have  been  improved  by 
the  introduction  of  new  health  and  social  science  books, 
recommended  in  the  report  of  Superintendent  Lester  B. 
Badger.  The  Elson  system  of  reading,  adopted  last  year 
in  the  first  two  grades,  has  been  extended  to  the  third  grade. 
This  grade  has  also  been  provided  with  new  geographies. 
Several  new  records  from  the  compositions  of  Bach  and 
Handel  have  been  added  to  the  facilities  for  teaching  music 
appreciation. 

Necessary-  additions  have  been  made  to  the  equipment 
for  manual  training.  These  include  new  bench  vises,  tool 
grinder,  cabinet-makers  clamps,  saws,  planes,  chisels,  and 
drill  set. 
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A  most  serviceable  addition  to  the  domestic  science 
equipment  is  a  six-jar  cannmg  outfit,  including  immersion 
rack  and  sterilizing  tank. 

During  the  summer  the  entire  heating  plant  was 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  improved.  In  general  it  has  met 
w^ell  the  exacting  test  of  weather  conditions  of  the  past 
two  months. 

Particular  commendation  is  due  your  janitor  for  the 
neatness  and  freedom  from  fire  hazards  observed  in  his 
care  of  the  boiler-room. 

Among  the  special  activities,  none  is  of  greater  value 
than  the  sei"vices  of  your  school  nurse.  I  commend  to  your 
attention  her  statistical  report  for  the  year  ending  last  June. 
So  far  this  year  the  number  of  her  visits  in  the  homes  is 
three  times  the  number  made  in  the  schools.  The  necessary 
co-operation  of  the  homes  in  securing  corrective  treatments 
is  largel}^  effected  by  this  feature  of  her  work. 

Through  federal  funds  the  daily  milk  ration  for  child- 
ren, physically  in  need  of  it,  but  unable  to  pay  for  it,  is  be- 
ing continued  at  the  morning  recess.  This  is  recognized 
as  an  essential  public  health  service,  and  is  no  more  a 
form  of  charity  than  the  customary  allotment  of  school 
paper  and  pencils. 

As  a  part  of  the  regular  course  in  domestic  science, 
the  girls  of  this  class  are  serving  daily  hot  food  or  drink 
to  supplement  the  cold  lunch  of  those  children  who  remain 
during  the  noon  hour.  We  wish  to  thank  those  parents 
and  friends  who  so  generously  donated  to  the  class  fruits 
and  vegetables  to  be  canned  and  used  later  in  these  hot 
lunches. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  your  teachers  a  complete 
battery  of  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  has  been  given 
in  Grades  VII  and  iVIII,  and  a  partial  battery  in  Grades 
V  and  VI.  A  profile  chart  has  been  made  for  each  pupil. 
These  charts  show  the  individual's  achievement  in  reading, 
vocabularv%  arithmetic  fundamentals,  arithmetic  reasoning, 
English  and  spelling.     In  the  Seventh  and  Eightth  Grades, 
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literature,  history,  and  geography  are  added.  Since  these 
tests  were  given  at  frequent  intervals  over  a  period  of 
several  wrecks,  they  are  a  valuable  index  to  the  pupil's 
strength  or  w^eakness  in  certain  studies.  The  Superintend- 
ent is  in  Suncook  every  Thursday  morning  and  will  be 
glad  to  discuss  with  interested  parents  the  results  of  these 
tests. 

State  statistics  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934, 
show  that  among  the  242  school  districts  in  the  State,  taken 
in  the  order  of  total  current  cost  per  $1,000  of  equalized 
valuation,  beginning  with  the  lowest,  Allenstown  stands 
fourteenth :  its  total  elementary  cost  being  $3.75 ;  high 
school,  $.75 ;  other  current  costs,  $.42 ;  total  current  cost, 
$4.92. 

The  lack  of  opportunities  to  obtain  employment  has 
increased  to  twenty-three  the  number  of  grammar  school 
graduates  who  registered  this  year  in  public  high  schools 
or  academies.  However,  a  reduction  in  the  district's  legal 
liability  to  $73.81  per  pupil  for  high  school  tuition  has 
somewhat  reduced  total  increased  obligation  upon  the  dis- 
trict. It  is  estimated  that  the  increased  cost  to  the  district 
will  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  final  analysis  the  success  of  your  schools  depends 
not  so  much  upon  elaborate  buildings  and  other  facilities 
as  upon  the  wisdom,  tact,  and  patience  of  w^ell  trained  and 
experienced  teachers  w^ho  share  the  confidence  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  parents  and  pupils.  I  believe  your  staff  of 
teachers  meets  these  standards.
